The Postoffice Department today 
formally ‘revoked the second-class 
mailing privileges of Social Justice, 
a weekly publication founded in 
1936 by Father Charles E. Cough- 
lin, after. being. informed that it 
was being discontinued, 

Calvin W. Hassel, assistant so-' 
licitor of the department, said 
Postmaster General Walker had 
been informed .by E. Perrin, 
Schwartz, editor of the weekly, 
that “it will not hereafter be pub- 
lished.” 

“The publisher-owner, and editor 
therefore abandon the second-class 
mail privilege accorded to it under. 
the act of March 3, 1879, as'amend- 
ed,” the letter said. It wag signed 
by Schwartz, as president and ed- 
itor of the Social Justice Publish- 
ing Co. 

Father Coughlin, who recently 
accepted “full responsibility” ‘for 
the publication, telegraphed the 
Postmaster General that he had 
approved abandoning the mailing 
rights. 

There were no representatives of of 
the company present at the hear- 
ing, held at the instigation of At- 
torney General Biddle, who as- 
serted last month that the mag- 
azine was “clearly seditious.”

WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
A request from President Roose- 
velt for 35 billion dollars to meet 
the needs of the growing United 
States Army is expected to be 
placed before Congress within the 
mext week or 10 days. 

The amount—the largest single 
appropriation request in history— 
would bring to more than .190 bil- 
lion dollars the total appropriations 
and contract authorizations made 
for military purposes in the past 
two years. 

The new appropriation would 
represent a revision of pre-Pearl 
Harbor estimates of War Depart- 
ment needs through the fiscal year 
ending June .30, 1943. While the 
exact figure of the revised esti- 
mate has not been announced by 
War Department and Budget Bu- 
reau experts, Representative Coch- 
ran (Dem.), Missouri, a member of 
the Appropriations Committee, told 
the House last week it would ap- 
proximate 35 billion dollars. 

Large Quantities of Tanks. 

The measure is expected to pro- 
wide funds for about 23,000 more 
warplanes, large quantities -of 
tanks, anti-aircraft guns and ar- 
tillery and for an army of more 
than 4,000,000 men.

OLLOWING is the text of

Fired 8 More Times to 


_ End Her Suffering, Pvt. | 
Richard V. Frenz. of Al- 


ton Tells Police. 


Mrs, Helen Webb Frenz, 19-year- 
old bride of five weeks, was shot 
and killed last night in Alton by 
her 20-year-old husband, Pvt. Rich- 
ard V. Frenz, stationed at Jeffer- 
son Barracks. The .shooting oc- 
curred at 1228% East Broadway, 
the home of Frenz’ family, with 
whom she lived, 

Frenz told Alton police the first 
shot was fired accidentally as he 
was cleaning his .22-caliber rifle’ 
and that he “continued to shoot 
because I thought she was suffer- 
ing.” The body of Mrs. Frenz was 
found fully clothed on a béd in the 
bedroom. She had been shot nine 
times, in the heart, chest, forehead, 
neck and right arm. : 

Frenz said he and his-wife had 
had “a wonderful day” yesterday 
hunting’ squirrels near Alton after 
he had left the Barracks without 
leave and had met his wife in St. 
Louis. They returned to the Frenz 
home for dinner and, after a 
family quarrel, about his leaving 
without permission, he and his 
wife went into the bedroom about 
11:30 o'clock. 

“I playfully pointed my rifle at 
her as she lay on the bed,” Frenz 
related to Chief of Police Paul L. 
Smith of Alton. “She said: ‘Be 
careful; those who live by the gun 
will die by the gun.’ 

“Then the gun went off—I don’t 
know how, because I thought the 
chamber was empty. A spot of 
red appeared on her forehead and 
her hands began to quiver in a 
pitiful manner. 

“I just lost my head because I 
thought she was suffering so I 
kept pulling the trigger.” 

Frenz and his wife were mar- 
ried in St. Charles about April 1. 
He told of meeting her four 
months ago in a tavern at Sixth 
and Market street. “I dated her 
several times before we were mar- 
ried,” he said. 

While he was keeping company 
with her, she roomed in the 5200 
block of Wren avenue, St. Louis, 
Frenz said. Her mother and father 
also live in St. Louis but are sepa- 
rated, he added. 

Frenz, a slightly-built youth, en-

He showed the way for a dozen 
or so American pursuit pilots over 
the dense, mosquito-ridden jungle 
of New Guinea.

“Our top cover was engaging the 
Japanese fighters when we went 
in, but we had no opposition and 
went straight down the line of 12 
or 15 new Japanese bombers on 
the airdrome, putting holes in all 
of them,” Wagner said, 

“They were twin-engine single- 
tail jobs apparently just out of the 
paint shop. 

“We were on and off in four or 
five seconds. We did not have 
time to see precisely what we did, 
but I looked back and saw some 
black smoke. I’ve never ‘had so 
much fun in my life,

on New Accusation. 


—George Welsh Jr., 28 years old, 
was charged anew today with the 
murder of his 24-year-old sister 
Leila, 30 minutes after a county 
grand jury indictment accusing 
him of the crime was dismissed 
because of prejudice. 

Circuit Judge Emory H. Wright, 
in dismissing the indictment, rec- 
ommended that Welsh be held un- 
til the county prosecutor had time 
to act because of the gravity of th 
charge. , 

Immediately County Prosecutor 
Michael O’Hern filed a first-degree 
murder charge against Welsh—a 
charge to which he pleaded not 
guilty and his preliminary hearing 
set for May 18. He was returned 
without bond to jail, where he has 
been held since his arrest Jan. 28. 

State Can’t Appeal. 

O’Hern explained that the State, 
under the law, could not appeal the 
Judge’s decision, but he could file 
a murder charge. 

“IT am filing a complaint charg- 
ing Welsh with murder in the first 
degree,” O’Hern said, “and this 
will cause another delay, but I am 
not responsible for: the delay.” 

The indictment was dismissed on. 
motion of young Welsh’s attorneys 
that it was invalid on the grounds 
that the grand jury’s conduct in 
the investigation was improper and 
that it had intimidated Welsh. 

Judge Wright ruled that inter- 
viewing of witnesses by members 
of the jury outside the jury room, 
the employment of detectives and 
use of county funds by the jurors 
in carrying on the investigation 
were in violation of the statutes. 

“Utterly shocking,” were the 
words used by Judge Wright in re- 
ferring to the conduct in the jury 
room of Sheridan E. Farrell, fore- 
man, and now the Pendergast- 
Shannon member of the City Coun- 
cil. 

Judge Wright wrote in his deci- 
sion: . 

“While John L. McKee, a cousin 
of the murdered girl and this de- 
fendant, was in the jury room, the 
foreman of the grand jury made 
utterly shocking accusations 
against the murdered gir! and this 
defendant, without any reason for 
so doing, as far as the evidence 
discloses, and followed these accu- 
sations with the statement as to 
his belief of the defendant’s guilt. 

“Indicative of this same attitude, 
the jury filed a report after the 
indictment was returned, in which 
the jurors gratuitously charged the 
man they already had indicted 
with low and revolting conduct.” 

The body of Miss Welsh was 
found in her bedroom by her moth- 
er March 9, 1941. It was badly 
battered and her throat had been 
slashed.

WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
Daniel H. Kane, attorney for the 
Dzus Fasterner Co. testified to-

House Chairman Suggests 
: ‘Wholesale’, Induction of 
Civilians Is Move for 
Separate Aviation Corps. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
Rep. Faddis (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
chairman of a House Military sub- 
committee, asserted today that 
“wholesale commissioning” of 
prominent civilians in the Army 
and Navy Air Corps appeared to be 
a “move to create political pressure 
for a separate air corps.” 
“It will be very easy to indoctri- 
nate them with the philosophy of 
a separate Air Corps and when the 
war is over to bring political pres- 
sure on such demand,” said Faddis, 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the first 
World War. 
Faddis issued a statement which 
apparently took into account re- 
ports that the War Department 
was opposing legislation to halt 
the issuance of “quickie” commis- 
sions to civilians on the ground 
there was a growing shortage of 
officers. 
He said: 
“I recognize the necessity for the 
appointment from civil life of some 
specialists and have no desire to 
throttle the Army in that respect. 
“I do, however, intend to stop the 
commissioning of a man of no par- 
ticular qualifications, because he 
happens to be socially or politically 
prominent and the drafting into 
the ranks of another just because 
he does not happen to be so. 
“People Highly Resentful.” 
“An examination of my mail will 
show that the people of the nation 
are aware of this abuse and are 
highly resentful of it. 


“If the Army and the Navy are 
short of officers, as they say they 
are, let them order to active serv- 
ice some of the thousands of re- 
tired officers now on three-quar- 
ters pay and place them in execu- 
tive positions and relieve for active 
duty the multitudes of young offi- 
cers we see around Washington. 

“Let them install a system which 
will make use of the talent which 
is offered when men of military 
experience come to Washington to 
offer their services and are given 
the old well-known ‘walking treat- 
ment’ until they leave in disgust. 
Let the office of Adjutant General 
go over the list of pigeon-holed 
applications and give these men a 
chance. Let them give the young 
men who completed three years of 
instruction at the C. M. T. C. 
camps a chance to take an exami-

THE WESTERN FRONT 


OME time: has passed since 
Hitler forced Marshal Petain 
to accept Laval and since Gen- 
eral Marshall was in London, Dur- 
ing this time the Royal Air Force 
has opened up a Western front in 
Europe, For the British offensive 


series of hit-and-rifn raids on mili- 
tary targets. It is assuming the 
character of a direct challenge to 
the German air force to rise up 
and fight for the command of the 
air. The outcome of this battle in 
the air will determine whether 
there can be a Western front this 
year in the sense of a landing in 
Western Europe. :

Britain in 1940. Invasion across ® 
water barrier can only follow, it 
cannot precede, the mastery of the 
air. . The land “operation. depends | 
upon the success of the campaign 
in the air, and the outcome will 
be much. affected by what we do, 
by the risks we take deliberately 
and by the sacrifices we impose 
upon American civilians in order’ 
to concentrate our shipping and 
our, naval forces-so that the Brit- 
ish reserves of air power grow 
larger and not smaller as the 
great aerial struggle rises to its 
crisis, . 


j * * * 

It would be a grievous mistake 
to think that diplomacy has no 
part in this year’s campaign, There 
are now three fronts in the. Euro- 
pean war—the Eastern, the Medi- 
terranean and the incipient West- 
ern, On all of them diplomacy has 
much to do, agd under no cir- 
cumstances must the whole bur- 
den of the struggle be placed on 
the fighting men. Under no cir- 
cumstances must we be_ terrfied 
into diplomatic inaction by mor- 
bid anxiety, or by a feeling of 
moral inferiority that only the en- 
emy knows how to conduct po-* 
litical warfare. | 

For it is evident that in the 
West of Europe—that is to say, 
in France, Italy and Spain—po- 
litical action predominates over 
military. None of the three great 
Latin nations is a seriously active 
belligerent. All of them are torn 
within themselves by the fact that 
the official policy is contrary to 
the’ instinct and will of the peo- 
ple. All of them have divergent 
interests. -Yet, since noné of them 
is a free and independent state, 
all have a paramount common in-/; 
terest in regaining their national 
independence. 


* * . 

T is not necessary, therefore, to 
pay any attention to. reports of 
popular unrest in Italy and France 
in order to know that these two 
nations must move away from Ber- 
lin as the Nazi power weakens, 
This means a great deal. It means 
that the tendency of the Axis 
coalition is to dissolve under the 
pressure of the natural and per- 
manent interests of the nations. 
that are now entangled in it. 

Our. diplomacy, then, has a clear 
field in which to operate because 
what we want from the French, 
the Italians and the Spaniards is 
only what they want for them- 
selves. If we had to persuade them 
to violate and sacrifice their real 
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interests, we should surely fall un- 
less we learned how to use lies, 
corruption and terrorism as Hit- 
ler has used them. But all that 
any of the United Nations wants 
of the Latin powers is that they 
should be independent and their 
people free according to their own 
national conceptions of freedom. 
Therefore, we can and should con- 
tinue to have political relations 
with them, whatever happens in 
regard to ambassadors and the 
formalities. 

The fact that Italy may not now 
be ready or able to enter into 
peace negotiations with us should 
not, I believe, deter us from pro- 
posing peace seriously, concretely, 
and sincerely to Italy. The fact 
that Mussolini will reject it should 
mean nothing to us since we 
should make it plain that, of 

e, we are not offering peace

issolini is the man who stabbed 

France, Albania, Yugoslavia and 

Greece in the back and sold his 
country to the Nazis, 

The fact is, however, that Mus- 
solini is not Italy. There remains 
in Italy the King and the dynasty. 
There remains an army which is 
not blackshirt; there remains the 
Holy See. Unlike Germany, where 
all the ancient institutions of the

The Italian people have amends 
to make to the Greeks and to the 
Yugoslavs for the crimes committed 
in their name,’ and by making 
amends they will restore their 
honor.

fight, which extended over several 
blocks of the Westminster area. 
' Fashionable Park Lane, Hyde 
Park and St. James Park were 
the scenes of fierce “guerrilla bat- 
tles,” with the action particularly 
heavy around Victoria Station. In 
the end the invaders were forced 
to bypass that bastion of the de- 
fenders. |

Gen. Giraud Worked Eight Months 


Making Rope to Escape From Nazis 


Cable Too Short ai 
First Try, He Had 
to Climb Back, Wait 
for More Material.

‘VICHY, May 1 (Delayed) (AP). 
EN. HENRI. HONORE GI- 
RAUD disclosed today that 
eight months of painstaking 

planning paved the way for his 

successful flight from supposedly 
escape-proof Koenigstein fortress 
where he was a prisoner of war. 


Here is the story as Giraud told 
it to friends in the same matter- 
of-fact terms he might have used 
to describe a well-conceived mili- 
tary operation: 

“For eight months every pack- 
age I received from my wife in- 
cluded strands of thread which I 
wove into a cable 20 meters (about 
65 feet) long. (Thirty-seven words 
were deleted here by the censor.) 

“Shortly afterwards I reached 
the nearest railroad station but the 
alarm was quickly given and se- 
vere control already had been. or- 
ganized at the station. 

“Without hesitating I took a 
young woman traveler by the arm 
and marched through the gates 
onto the station platform with her. 

“After a trip without incident 
I got off the train in an Alsatian 
station néar the Swiss frontier. 


(Twenty-three words censored.) 


“Then I crossed the frontier into 
Switzerland.” 


Giraud did not elaborate on the 
story, although other friends who 
intimated they had the informa- 
tion from him said that on the 
first try he found the rope was 
too short and he had to climb 
back and wait until he _ got 
enough material to stretch it to its 
proper length. 


When he finally made good his 
escape, these friends said, he came 
face to face with a German sen- 
tinel just after he had slipped 
down the rope. 

“Pretty cold tonight isn’t it, my 
boy,” Giraud is supposed to have 
asked the sentry. 


The surprised sentinel was re- 
ported to have replied: “Yes sir” 
as Giraud stuffed his hands in his 
pockets and strolled off, whistling.

For an Attack Upon Monopoly. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ROM innumerable quarters come the 

ever-increasing cries of dissatisfaction 
over the suspension of anti-trust inves- 
tigations and prosecutions. In view of 
the recent charges directed against such 
prominent firms as Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, General Electric, the Aluminum 
Co. of America and others, this dissatis- 
faction is understandable. 

Richard L. Stokes in a_ recent 
Post-Dispatch article did an admirable 
job of rounding out this sordid story of 
monopoly and anti-trust law violation. 

Production curtailment, price fixing 
and international conspiring are all a 
part of the record of many of our best- 
known firms. The activities of these 
firms were carried on and their selfish 
objectives pursued irrespective of na- 
tional laws or national needs. 

That it is necessary that such cctivi- 
ties be eliminated in the interests 
of successful prosecution of the war, few 
will deny. Stokes says much has been 
done by the Justice Department to elimi- 
mate monopoly and international agree- 
ments in restraint of trade, but tells us 
that the surface has hardly yet been 
scratched. These are the conditions very 
difficult to reconcile with suspension of 
anti-trust investigations and prosecu- 
tions. 

We are prompted to speculate as to 
probable reasons for the Government’s 
action. Can it be that industry’s position 
is so powerful and dominant that it can 
dictate terms to our troubled Govern- 
ment? Is our Government being forced 
to accept industry’s price, to obtain in 
exchange the co-operation which for 
patriotic reasons, if for no others, should 
be freely offered? 

This speculation is not mere fantasy. 
The Temporary National Economic 
Committee in its monograph No. 26, 
“Economic Power and Political Pres- 
sures,” had this to say of industry's po- 
sition and its dictation of terms favorable 
to itself: 


“In the 1940 national defense crisis, 


business displayed much the same atti- 
tude that it had shown 23 years 
earlier... 

“Business refuses to work, except on 
terms which it dictates. It controls the 
natural resources, the liquid assets, the 
strategic position in the country’s eco- 
nomic structure, and its technical equip- 
ment and knowledge of processes. 

“The experience of the World War, 
now apparently being repeated, indicates 
that business will use this control only 
if it is ‘paid properly.’ In effect, this is 
‘blackmail,’ not too fully disguised.” 

Have the findings of the Truman and 
Vinson committees provided assurances 
that this situation no longer exists? 
Do the recent charges of Thurman Ar- 
nold against Standard of New Jersey 
and other firms provide a basis for as- 
suming that this is afi a thing of the 
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If not, then do we have a close ap- 
proximation to government of, by and 
for monopolists? Surely national unity 
will not be jeopardized if we launch a 
determined drive against an evil that 
renders democracy a hollow mockery.

There is no basis for financial comparisons be- 
tween the fighting soldiers and the men whom Don- 
ald Nelson calls the “soldiers of production,” though 
both are vital to winning the war. 

The man in military or naval service gives up his 


life.-The value of his services to the country can- 
not be expressed in terms of money. If there were 
any basis for wage comparisons, then it could be 
truly said that no civilian in America, from the 
President on down, is entitled to more pay than a 
buck private gets. 

Nevertheless, financial comparisons are continually 
being made. These arguments are usually advanced 
by those who want to reduce the pay of workers in 
war plants, which are customarily presented as ex- 
orbitant. An example is found in this sentence from’ 
a resolution recently adopted by a mass meeting at 
Concordia, Kan.: “The balance is $21 a day for the 


union worker, $21 a month for the soldier and about 


$21 a year for the farmer.” 
Charles P. Taft therefore performed a useful serv- 
ice when, in an address the other day before the 


the subject realistically, and proceeded to debunk 
the myth about the “fabulous” incomes of war work- 
ers. 

First, as to soldiers: Mr. Taft pointed out that 
there are few who get $21 a month, since most now 
receive $30 base pay, and this is soon to be increased 
to $42 by Congress. They receive 20 per cent addi- 
tional for foreign service. The soldier gets meals, 
lodging, clothing, medical care and other services for 


-which the war worker would spend $800 to $900 a 


year. In short, said Mr. Taft, “he is paid as well as 
the average worker.” So much for the purely 


monetary side of military life.. 


Now, as to war-plant workers: the vast majority 
make less than $60 a week. This statement by Mr. 
Taft is more than confirmed by the latest figures 
(for February) from the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
showing the average weekly pay checks—including 
overtime pay—of workers in war industries:

Advocates of suspending the overtime provisions of 
the Wage-Hour Act (which require payment of time- 
and-a-half for more than 40 hours’ work per week) 
assert that these requirements are costing enormous 
amounts. It is instructive to note that the foregoing 
wage table includes’ overtime pay in most of its 
classifications. Donald Nelson said last week that 
an average employe’s working hours in war indus- 
tries are now as follows: 

Machine tool plants, 56 hours per week; engine 
factories, 54; shipyards, 52; locomotive shops, 62; 
ordnance factories, 61; aircraft plants, 48.7. 

In various of the building trades unions, where 
membership is rigidly restricted, where dues are high 
and other features of a closed corporation have been 
created, abnormally high wage scales prevail. As 
we often pointed, out during normal times, these 
high scales discouraged building, and the workers 
would probably have had more jobs, and made more 
money, under a lower scale.

In St. Louis war plants, the figures are lower 
than in the above table. On a basis of 48 hours’ work 
per week (that is, including eight hours at time-and- 
a-half for overtime), the minimum starting wage 
at the small-arms ammunition plant is $27.56. for 
women and $28.60 for men. Top minimums for most 
workers there are about $35.36 and $36.40. 

At the Curtiss-Wright airplane plant, under the 
new contract giving production workers an increase 
of 5 cents an hour, the beginning minimum wage is 
$31.20 for a 48-hour week. This is gradually stepped 
up to $38 a week. . 

Other average figures for St. Louis plant workers 
are as follows, also on the basis of a 48-hour week: 

For erdinary machine operators, the starting wage 
sometimes is as low as 40 cents an hour, oF $20.80 a 
week. The top is 80 cents an hour, or $41.60 a week. 
A few specialists receive 90 and 95 cents an hour, or 
$46.80 and $49.40, respectively. 

Tool and die-makers, the most skilled and most 
important workers in war plants, receive $1.25 to 
$1.40 an hour, or $65 to $72.80 a week. 

For machinists, the top wage is $1.10 an hour, 
or $57.20 a week, which is exceptional. The major- 
ity get 60 to 70 cents an hour, $31.20 to $36.40 a week. 

In the large steel.plants of the area, the starting 
wage for laborers is 50 cents an hour, $26 a week, 
and the maximum, rarely paid, is 70 cents an hour, 
$36.40 a week. 

The top for craft unions is $1.10 an hour, or $67.20 
a week, but the majority of men in those trades are 
receiving less. 

The average pay in all war plants of the St. Louis 
area is roughly 65 cents an hour, or $33.80 a week. 

* om * 

Few war-plant workers anywhere, the figures 
show, earn as much as $2500 a year. This is the fig- 
ure set by the Bureau of Home Economics and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics for a moderate standard 
of living for a city family of four persons. Such a 
budget provides only for a moderate dietary stand- 
ard, for minimum clothing, education, housing and 
health budgets, and for virtually no luxuries. 

Many of these workers are likely to lose their jobs 
when the war ends. Many were in destitution or on 
relief during the depression, and are just beginning 
to pay their debts. Many are helping care for depend- 
ents of men in service. When all this is considered, 
it cannot be said that war workers are overpaid. 

Of course, there are numerous exceptions: particu- 
larly skilled factory workers and those in vital jobs 
getting the oft-mentioned pay checks of $90, $100 
and more. Yet they are not sufficient in number to 
raise the average higher than the moderate figures 
in the Government table just cited. 

Exorbitant war-plant wages are, by and large, just 
what Mr. Taft called them—a myth. The subject of 
wages and hours can be discussed intelligently only 
when the myth is not permitted to color the picture. 


GOOD NEWS FOR TOKYO. 

Tokyo must be rejoicing over the decision of the 
Hindus of India, as represented by the Congress 
party, to adopt a policy of “non-violent non-co-opera- 
tion” in case their country is invaded. 

Perhaps this makes sense to brooding Oriental 
mystics, but it bears little relation to the philosophy 
of the Japanese conquerors, nor does it fit in with the 
Congress party’s aspirations for an independent 
India. The only chance for India to realize these 
aspirations is in the event of a successful British 
defense of India. Harsh as may have been British 
imperialism in India, the teeming. millions of the 
subcontinent will know true slavery if their destinies 
are guided from Tokyo. 

Of course, the Congress party does not reflect the 
views of all of India. The 77,000,000 Indian Mo- 
hammedans are fighting and will fight with violence, 
as will many Hindus. But the Congress party’s in- 
fluence is great, and for it to come out for non-violent 
non-co-operation is practically to invite the Japanese 
to come in and take India.

American man power is limited, newspaper says, so instead of frit- 
tering it away on a dozen fronts, we should concentrate it on our 
major objective; if offensive is planned against Hitler, it urges hit- 
ting him at nearest point with everything—horse, foot and guns.

HE Field Artillery Journal for May, 
T suse out, has an article on “The Future 

of the Southwest Pacific,” by Col. Con- 
rad H. Lanza, noted Field Artillery officer, 
writer and historian. Col. Lanza leads off 
with this: 

“Japan has nearly completed her ejection 
of the white races from the Far East. 
A few Americans are holding a tight spot 
in the Philippines; British are yet fighting 
in Burma, and a mixed American, British 
and Dytch force is fighting a last-ditch 
battle in Java. In none of these places do 
the white races have much hope of re- 
maining.” 

It takes considerable time to publish an 
issue of a magazine, so Col. Lanza’s re 
Marks need to be brought up to date by 
stating that only Corregidor and a few 
guerrillas are now holding out in the 
Philippines, and seemingly only a few 
guerrillas without air power or much ar- 
tillery are still resisting the Japs in Java. 

Col. Lanza further says that India, open 
to Jap attack if the Japs take Burma, has 
about 1,000,000 soldiers, but that many of 
these are fighting or ready to fight in 
Egypt, Libya, Syria, Palestine, Iraq and 
Iran. He suggests that the gap in India’s 
defenses might be made up by replacing 
Indian troops with Americans. 


‘We cannot believe that our war chiefs, 
headed by the President, plan to send 
strong American forces to India. Central 
India is directly on the other side of fhe 
world from our Dakotas. Our boys would 
have to travel about 180 degrees of longi- 
tude to get there. That is halfway around 
the world: Japan’s distance in degrees of 
longitude from Central India is only 60, or 
one-sixth around the world. 


Yet that such a venture may be under 


consideration is indicated by some sour 
remarks printed the other day by Mahatma 
Gandhi in his newspaper, Harijan. Mr. 
Gandhi says India already has enough 
foreign prisoners, ‘yet— 

“Now we have the promise of a never- 
ending stream of soldiers from America, 
and possibly from China, I must confess 
I-do not look upon this with equanimity. 
Cannot a limitless number of soldiers be 
trained out of India’s millions? . . . Then 
why foreigners? It amounts in the end 
to American influence, if not American 
rule, add¢d to the British.” 

We should bear in mind that, for all our 
allegedly limitless production capacity, our 
man power supply is not limitless. We are 
only 182,000,000 Americans, as against 400,- 
000,000 Chinese, for example, and 350,000,000 
natives of India. 

. Our. has not yet been recruited or 
trained to full planned strength, or any- 


* 


where near it. We cannot safely toss 
driblets of man power all around the world 


if, as is even more strongly hinted, we are 


planning an offensive against Hitler. 

If that is the plan, the thing to do is 
to figure on a holding fight against Japan 
pending the success of the German of- 
fensive. We should make the Aleutians, 
Hawaii and the Panama Canal impreg- 
nable, and make adequate provision for 
defense of our own country. 

Having made these preparations, we 
should, in conjunction with the British, hurl 
all the horse, foot, dragoons, planes, ships 
and tanks against Hitler that we can. And 
we should open this second front as close to 
Hitler ag we can. The idea is to keep Rus- 
sia, with its 180,000,000 people, in the fight. 


The place to fight the enemy is where. 


you can tackle him as quickly as possible. 
We should not go looking for Hitler in 
India or the Arctic Ocean and hope to find 
his main strength there and destroy it. 

We should concentrate our strength at 
some point where we can reasonably hope 
for a decisive victory. It is as true today 
as it was when the Confederate Gen. 
Nathan Bedford Forrest or the Confederate 
cavalry raider, John 8. Mosby, said it, that 
the way to win is to “git thar fustest with 
the mostest men.” 

The main thing is to get this war won 
and done with ag soon as we can.

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Robert Minor Says Attack in| 
Western Europe Would Be 
to Advantage of U. S. 


Robert Minor, acting general 
secretary of the Communist Party 
in the United States, told his audi- 
ence of 1000 in ‘Municipal Opera 
House last night that he was 
speaking solely in the interest of 
the United States when he urged 
an attack by the United Nations 
this summer on Hitler’s rear in 
Western Europe. 

He quoted Earl Browder, im- 
prisoned party secretary, as having 
told American Communists that 
“we should never put forward a 
proposal of national character 
which is not in accord with the 


jinterests of our country, the United 


States.” 

Minor, a former Post-Dispatch 
cartoonist, gave his view of the 
importance of a new European 
front to the United States war 
effort, when he said: 

“Japan can be overcome in only 
one way. That is by applying 
concentration at the point where 
the chief decision in this war is to 
be made. 

“Assume what I do not think 
possible—that we could defeat 
Japan this year—and if at the 
same time Germany is permitted 
to win in Europe, the balance ef 
power would be in the hands of 
the. Axis, and we would quickly 
lose everything we had gained in 


Soviet Russia’s, and let our boys 
fight on Hitler’s rear, and victory 
will be won for democracy and 
America.” 

Minor ridiculed the conclusion of 
co-galled military experts” that 
establishment of a second front 
would not be practicable. 

“They seem to want a written 
guarantee from Goebbels,” he said, 
“that the American and British 
forces will be able to conquer the 
whole German Army, before they 
are willing to see a landing made 
in France or Norway. But they 
would not have to conquer the 
whole German Army. From now 
until the day of his death, Hitler 
will have to concentrate on the 
eastern front. 

“These frightened military. ex- 
perts fear ‘another Dunkerque.’

Col. David 8S. Stanley, United 
States Army, retired, a former St. 
Louisan, who was acting chief 
quartermaster for Gen. Pershing 
in the World War, died today in 
Washington, relatives here were 
notified. Cause of death was not 
learned here. He was 69 years old. 

In 1923 he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal for 
meritorious service in organizing 
base section No. 1 at Brest, France, 
in the World War. He also pre- 
pared other French ports for the 
landing of American troops. 

The son of Gen, David S. Stanley, 
Col. Stanley was born at a South 
Dakota Army post and was grad- 
uated from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy in 1894. He married 
Miss Jane Fordyce, daughter of 
the late Samuel W. Fordyce, in 
1900. 

His army service included the 
Spanish-American War and the 
Philippine Insurrection. Erom 
about 1910 until 1922, except for 
his service in France, he was in 
charge of the Government supply 
depot in St. Louis. 

Retiring from active service in 
1922, he moved te Washington with 
his family the next year. From 
1923 until 1941, he was quarter- 
master at a soldiers’ home in 
Washington. Mrs. Stanley, sister 
of Samuel W. Fordyce, St. Louis 
attorney, died in 1939. 

Col. Stanley is survived by three 
sons, Samuel, of New York; David, 
of Washington, and Joseph, a Lieu- 
tenant in the Army.

Then, apparently 
feeling that now was as good a 
time as any to get rid of the los- 
ing club, South led the seven spot 
and ruffed in dummy. He then 
drew trumps in three rounds, after 
which he decided to establish the 
diamond suit, He cashed the ace 
and king and continued with the 
three spot. West won and led the 
queen of clubs. Now declarer was 


in a terrible position. He had to 


use his last trump as a ruffer and 
had no quick entry to dummy. He 
led a spade, West hopped up with 
the ace and rattled off club tricks, 
South, who had started off by 
thinking of a slam, found himself 
down two tricks on a mere game 
contract. 

The haste in ruffing the losing 
club was directly responsible for 
this upset. Declarer should have 
seen that as long as trumps were 
in the dummy, he was safe against 
a club loser. His prime considera- 
tion should have been to establish 
dummy’s diamond suit for dis- 
cards. To that end he should have 
drawn, at most, two trumps, then 
should have led the A K and a 
third diamond. Now it would be 
West “vho would be helpless. If 
he chose to return a club, dummy 
would ruff, draw the last trump 
and then’ cash two good diamonds, 
upon which declarer would discard 
two spades. Declarer still would 
have a trump and would merely 
have to concede two spades to the 
enemy. If West chose to return 
the ace and another spade, declarer 
would end up with an overtrick. 

As a matter of fact, by taking 
some slight risk at the very begin- 
ning declarer could insure his own 
overtrick, that is, he could lead a 
spade toward dummy. This, how- 
ever, might go wrong, and since 
the contract was only four hearts 
and the game was rubber bridge, 
not match point duplicate, the pre- 
viously outlined plan was advia- 
able.

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Neighbors Want Them to Stay, but 
Isham Pucke#t_ and Family Face Re- 
moval From Home in Federal Farm 
Colony for “Failure to Co-operate"

LaFORGE, Mo., May 4. 


VICTION, thé sharecropper’s 
E specter. of dread, banished 

from part of the Southeast 
Missouri cotton country when La- 
Forge was created, is hovering 
over the settlement. The house- 
hold goods of Isham Puckett are 
about to be taken in the name of 
the law from the tidy house that 
he calls home and set at the side 
of the road. 

If that ig done, the new democ- 
racy that was born in Southeast 
Missouri when the Farm Security 
Administration brought LaForge 
into being will suffer defeat. It 
functioned bravely when the 
threat of eviction was heard. The 
colonists, in mass meeting as- 
sembled, raised high their hands 
in protest against the return of 
their ancient enemy, but the ears 
of bureaucracy were stopped and 
the claims of fairness and mercy 
were denied. “On with the evic- 
tion,” was the answer. So Puckett 
is waiting for heavy-hoofed men 
to clump into his home and strip 
it bare, while his wife weeps and 
their little boy wonders. 

The men of LaForge shake their 
heads and go about with dread in 
their hearts. If eviction happens 
once at LaForge, it can happen 
again. Where, then, is the security 
that seemed heaven-sent? 

It grieves them that Neighbor 
Puckett is to be put off his place 
after his crops have been planted 
-—his cotton and “corn and barley 
—~when it is too late to plant again 
on other land. They are farmers 
and they know what that means. 
It is like a personal hurt. 

Puckett, with little hope that he 
will be spared, expecting to stand 
in a few days beside his jumbled 
goods out in the road, takes com- 
fort from the self-confidence that 
was bred in him at LaForge, the 
new birth that has been LaForge’s 
best gift. He thought that the re- 
habilitation to which LaForge was 
dedicated was something like that. 
He found his feet and reached out 
for some of the fineness of life 
that awaits the adventuring man. 
For that he has been rebuked but 
he is not crushed. He will go on 
reaching out. What LaForge has 
given it cannot take away. 

Puckett’s fault, as it is viewed 
by the bureaucracy that rules La- 


‘Forge, is that he has not co-oper- 


ated as beaureaucracy expects its 


men to co-operate. In that Puck- 
ett? has not been content to stop 
it a common level, the charge is 
true. He makes no denial that he 
has climbed where ambition beck- 
oned. His neighbors find no fault 
with that. They have thought that 
they might follow where he has 
led. Surely that is what co-opera- 
tion means. And it is no betrayal 
of co-operation for men to help 
each other rise above the need of 
co-operation. 

The impending eviction will be 
a defeat for Puckett but not the 
kind that takes the heart out of a 
real man. He has made his fight. 
His neighbors have stood by him. 
It gives him a glow to think of 
that. What hurts him most is that 
their fine stand seems to have 
been in vain. Democracy, he feels, 
has been wounded in the house of 
its friends. 


Puckett was a sharecropper be- 
fore the LaForge project ‘was set 
up for the benefit of sharecroppers, 
but he was not an ordinary one, 
He was successful, as sharecrop- 
pers of Southeast Missouri were 
rated. For a few years he had 
operated a good farm of 240 acres 
under lease from the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce Liquidat- 
ing Agency. The farm was part 
of the acreage bought by the Farm 
Security Administration for the 
project and he had to join up or 
move. His 240-acre farm was 
larger than the individual allot- 
ments under the plan. So he was 
moved to a 70-acre tract near the 
community center, at a rental of 
$250 per annum, which has been 
paid. | : 

When, later on, the LaForge Co- 
operative Association was formed, 
Puckett joined that and signed 
the marketing agreement under 


which members bound themselves | 


to deliver their cotton and cotton- 
seed to the association, to be mar- 
keted by it. It was stipulated in 
the. marketing agreement that 


‘either party to it might terminate 


it as of the 15th day of July of 
any year by giving. notice in writ- 
ing of such intention. 

In the by-laws it was provided 
that “any member who has failed 
to co-operate in the purposes and 
objects of this association or has 
acted contrary to the best inter- 
ests of this association may be ex- 
pelled by the members, upon the 
recommendation of the Board of 
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ISHAM PUCKETT AND HIS WIFE WAITING IN THEIR HOME FOR EVICTION. 


Directors, provided that such 
member is given written notice.” 

There was, however, no provi- 
sion in Puckett’s lease for forfei- 
ture except in the case of default 
in the payment of rent. He had 
always been told that co-operation 
with the association was not com- 
pulsory. 

Puckett saw fit to terminate last 
July his marketing agreement with 
the Co-operative because he had 
found that he gould market his 
own cotton to better advantage 
than the association could market 
it. Around the end of the year V. 
S. Harshbarger, then director of 
the project, told Puckett he would 
have to co-operate with the mar- 
keting association or his lease 
would not be renewed. Puckett 
agreed to adhere to the marketing 
agreement. Later Harshbarger 
sent for Puckett and said he had 
received information that Puckett 
had been working part time on a 
newspaper agency job. That, said 
Harshbarger, would preclude a re- 
newal of Puckett’s lease, . 

His action, he said, was based 
on the recommendation of an ad- 
visory committee of tenants that 
had been appointed by Hans 
Baasch, the former director, to 
express to the management the 
known or supposed wishes of the 
colonists, Puckett talked to the 
committee members. They told him 
they had pothing to do with the 
action against him, though there 
was a probability that they, un- 
der pressure, had given some sort 
of sanction. 

On March 3, Puckett received a 
notice from the LaForge Co-op- 
erative Association, signed by 
Harshbarger, to vacate on March 
14 the farm that had been his 
home for four years and that he 
had hoped and expected would al- 
ways be his home, for it was the 
understanding among the colonists 
that if they were faithful for five 
years, the rents that they had paid 
would apply on the purchase of 
their farms. . 

Harshbarger, when Puckett went 
to see him, said it was not his wish 
that Puckett. should. be dispos-

sessed, but “the people” demanded 
it.: “It’s going to be your job to 
move me,” said Puckett to Harsh- 
barger.

Puckett didn’t believe the people 
of LaForge were demanding his 
removal. If they were, he wanted 
to hear them say so. There was 
a way to find out. There was a 
provision in the by-laws that any 
member could call a meeting if he 
could get 10 per cent of the mem- 
bers to join in the call. Puckett 
got 54 of the heads of the 60 white 
families on the project to sign the 
call for the meeting. The other 
six, for one reason or another, 
he did not ask to sign. The call 
itself was a petition and a protest. 
A separate petition was signed by 
six of the seven members of the 
board of’ directors, with the seventh 
not asked to sign. "

On thé meeting night, the com- 
munity hall of LaForge was packed 
with the colonists and their fami- 
lies. Puckett stood before his 
neighbors. 

“Well, folks,” he said, “I guess 
you all know what I'm fighting for. 
I’m fighting for the same things 
that your sons are fighting for out 
there on the battle front, the free- 
dom for which our forefathers 
fought. I signed the marketing 
agreement like you did. One rea- 
son I signed it was because it was 
written in there that I could ter- 
minate it. I terminated my agree- 
ment. Maybe I made a mistake.” 

A voice spoke out of the crowd: 
“There’s been plenty more mis- 
takes made on both sides.” 

“I have complained,” said Puck- 
ett, “about some of the mistakes 
on the other side. That is why 
they want me to go. I haven't 
said anything against the project, 
and I don’t aim to, either, but we 
could have some objections about 
how it’s being run. I want to do 
what's right. How many of you 
people want me to move?” 

Out of the stiliness came a voice 
that seemed to be the voice of all: 
“There ain’t nobody wants you 
moved.” 


Harshbarger explained that 
Puckett’s termination of his mar- 
keting agreement wasn’t all. It 
was the policy of the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration that a lease- 
holder must operate the land 
largely himself. Puckett hadn't 
done that. He had another job 
and hired part of his farm work 
done. He hadn’t co-operated fully. 


wants you to move.” ... “If you 
moved tomorrow you'd still have 
friends on this project.” ...

Onward moved the might of the 
Federal’ Government and the Fed- 
eral Court. On April 1 came a 
notice to Puckett to appear in court 
at Cape Girardeau 20 days from 
date and show cause why he should 
not be ejected from his home. 

On the advice of friends who 
could not bring themselves to be- 
lieve that the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration would through 
with it, Puckett did not go to 
court. Formal proof was presented 
by the District Attorney's office. 
Judge Moore took the case under 
submission and later signed an 
order for Puckett’s eviction. It re- 
mained for the District Attorney’s 
office to send a deputy United 
States marshal to put Puckett’s 
goods out on the road. 


Surely, said Puckett’s friends, 
that wouldn’t be done. The case, 
at the suggestion of the Farm Se- 
curity Administration, would be 
quietly dropped. On their advice 
Puckett went ahead and finished 
his planting. 

Now the word that has come 
from the regional office of the 
F. 8. A. at Indianapolis is that 
there will be no intercession. Any 
day now, unless counsels of con- 
ciliation prevail and somebody has 
a change of heart, the order will 
be given and the marshal and his 
men will come to Isham Puckett’s 
home and set his goods out on the 
road. He and his wife and their 
boy, Billy, are waiting for the 
blow to fall. “ 

Authority at LaForge is now cen- 
tered in Charles I. Sheets, recently 
appointed manager to succeed 
Harshbarger, who resigned. The 
Puckett case came to Sheets when 
he took over. For that reason he 
declined to comment on it, Sheets, 
in his turn, is under the authority 
of Phil G. Beck, regional director 
of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion, with headquarters at Indian-
